MANDATE AND RESPONSIBILITY OF THE FORCE 


The Police Act of Ontario is the statutory authority for the existence of the Force. 


The Ontario Provincial Police is responsible to police that part of Ontario not hav- 
ing a police force. 


During 1983, the Force provided policing services for some 992,937 square 
kilometres of rural area and 22,307 kilometres of King’s Highways in the province. 
In addition, the Force has the responsibility for policing approximately 174,000 
square kilometres of Ontario waterways. The actual strength of the Force as of 
December 31, 1983 was 4153 uniformed members and 1117 civilian personnel. 
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JAMES L. ERSKINE 
Retires 








James L. Erskine stepped down as Commissioner 
of the Force Sept. 30, 1983 to head a new special 
government unit to combat problems related to 
drinking and driving. 


Mr. Erskine, raised in Guelph, Ont. joined the 
Force in 1945, after serving overseas with the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, 405 Squadron. 


His 38-year police career began in the Niagara 
Peninsula where he served at Niagara Falls and 
St. Catharines. 


In 1960, Mr. Erksine was transferred to GHQ as an 
Inspector in the Criminal Investigation Branch. He 
later progressed through the ranks of Chief 
Inspector and Staff Superintendent to become 
Director of the newly-formed Anti-Rackets 

Branch in November, 1968. 


Mr. Erskine became second-in-command of the 
Force’s Special Services Division in 1970. He was 
appointed Assistant Commissioner of that division 
in 1972. In 1973, Mr. Erskine took over the Field 
Division with the same rank. 


In April 1975, Mr. Erskine was appointed Deputy 
Commissioner in charge of the services side of the 
Force and in 1976 he took over the operations 
side. 


He was appointed Commissioner January 28, 1982.

Within the Office of the Commissioner, the 
Executive Officer, Professional Standards Branch 
and Program Audit and Evaluation Branch perform 
a range of functions critical to the operation of the 
Force. 


The Executive Officer acts in an advisory capacity 
to the Commissioner on matters of policy and 
finance which may affect the administration of the 
Force. Within the responsibility of the Executive 
Officer the budget co-ordinator administers the 
Force operational budgeting process and co- 
ordinates long range budget forecasting to assist 
the Force to meet its future financial demands. 


The Professional Standards Branch is responsible 
for the administrative processing and investigation 
of all complaints against Force members and 
complaints regarding policing services. In addition, 
the Force Honours and Awards program is 
administered under the direction of the Branch. 

The Force’s Public Complaints Program continues 
to generate public confidence as an equitable 
avenue of settling concerns about the conduct of its 
members and policing services. 


The Program Audit and Evaluation Branch conducts 
in-depth evaluations of the major programs of the 
Force as well as maintain a continuous acceptable 
audit cycle. It is the responsibility of the Branch to 
identify potential problem areas and assist in the 
development of practical and effective solutions.

The detachment planning process involves each detachment in the Province. The 
objective of the Detachment Planning Program is to identify problems or potential problem 
areas and other issues in a detachment that require attention and then develop a plan to 
reduce or remove the problem or potential problem and address the issue in need of 
attention. 


The Detachment Planning Program encourages all members of the Force to enthusiastically 
participate. This program addresses detachment problems using a team management 
approach. 


To date the program has been responsible for several positive administrative and 
operational policy changes within the Force. In essence, the Detachment Planning 
Program forms the basis for sound team decisions which are effected at the detachment, 
district and General Headquarters levels.

OPENING OF THE ONTARIO LEGISLATURE — SPRING 1983 


In April 1983, His Honour Lieutenant Governor John Black Aird requested the services of the 
Ontario Provincial Police to form the Honour Guard at the opening of the Third Session of the 
Thirty Second Legislature of the Province of Ontario. This event marked the first time the Force 
had been asked to participate in the opening of a legislative session in Ontario. Previous honour 
guards were selected from members of the Canadian Forces. 


The Force Honour Guard was comprised of members from Districts 3,5,6,7 and 8 and totaled 111 
in strength. The Guard trained at the Provincial Police Academy for two days prior to the event. 


The Parade Commander of the day, Superintendent Colin Cousens was assisted by Acting 
Sergeant Major Harold Adamson, Belleville Detachment and Colour Warrant Officer Corporal Mack 
Brown, St. Thomas Detachment. 


The Parade was led to the Legislature by the O.P.P. Pipes and Drums in full ceremonial dress. 
The Pipes and Drums were commanded by Pipe Major Corporal Ron Christianson, Community 
Services Branch and Drum Major Corporal Harold McDermott, Strathroy Detachment. 


The Honour Guard in place, the Lieutenant Governor arrived at the Legislature at 2:30 p.m. and 
was given a Royal Salute by Parade Commander Superintendent Colin Cousens after which the 


Guard and Pipes and Drums were formally inspected. Upon a final Royal Salute, the Lieutenant 
Governor entered the Legislature. 


ACTIVITIES 


UNDERWATER SEARCH AND 
RECOVERY PROGRAM 





There are currently 49 qualified members assigned to the Underwater Search and Recovery Unit. 
Members of the Unit conducted 212 operational dives in 1983, primarily involving the search for 
evidence in criminal cases and recovery of drowning victims. 


TRAFFIC PATROL AND 
ACCIDENT INVESTIGATION 





The Force patrols all King’s Highways in the province and secondary and townships roads within 
it’s jurisdiction. During 1983, 374,199 charges were laid under the Ontario Highway Act and 
58,840 charges were laid under the Criminal Code by members of the Force. 


O.P.P. personnel investigated a total of 67,997 highway accidents. Of this total, 639 were fatal 
resulting in the deaths of 774 persons. Total accidents decreased by 2.2% from 1982. 
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FIELD SUPPORT 
DIVISION 











Field Support Division administers and coordinates 
those services which provide direct support to field 
police operations including expertise in traffic 
programs, community relations, indian and 
municipal policing, underwater research and 
recovery, Canine assistance and tactics and rescue 
functions. 


In the area of community relations, 112 Community 
Services Officers established contact with 774,500 
members of the public in 1983. Using a proactive 
approach to policing, effective analysis and 
planning was used to implement operational crime 
prevention and create interest in public safety. 


The Force has 49 qualified members assigned to 
the underwater search and recovery unit. The 
members were assigned to 212 operational dives in 
1983. A total of 15 canine teams are maintained by 
the Force. During the year, canine teams were 
called upon 1,112 times to provide operational 
assistance to the field. The Force has 50 members 
trained as explosive technicians, located throughout 
Ontario. Explosive disposal units responded to 186 
occurrences involving explosive substances in 
1983. 


The Force Indian Policing Program administers the 
Federal-Provincial cost sharing agreement for the 
policing of indian reserves in Ontario. In 1983, the 
Force employed 120 indian reserve special 
constables on 58 indian reserves. Contract policing 
was provided to 10 municipalities in 1983. A total of 
69 members are assigned to municipal police duty. 
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ALCOHOL LEVEL EVALUATION 
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The Remote Mechanical Investigator has 
become a very necessary complement to 
the equipment of the explosive 
technician. This piece of equipment has 
the capability of entering a building and 
allowing the operator to inspect the 
suspected explosive device from a 
position of safety. 


The indian reserve special constables 
are provided with Force equipped 
vehicles for use on the 58 reserves in 
the province of Ontario. 


The Force has 350 A.L.E.R.T Units in 
service throughout the province. During 
1983, 7,668 persons registered ‘WARN’ 
on the instrument resulting in their 
licences being suspended for 12 hours. 
A total of 1,144 persons had their 
licences suspended for 12 hours for 
refusing to provide a suitable sample of 
breath.

The Investigation Division provides the Force and 
municipal police forces with assistance in the 
investigation of more complex crimes. Specialized 
branches within the Division include the Anti- 
Rackets Branch, Criminal Investigation Branch and 
Special Investigations Branch. 


The Anti-Rackets Branch co-ordinates the 
investigation of sophisticated fraudulent rackets and 
schemes relating to both the public and private 
sectors. In 1983, the Branch preferred 617 criminal 
charges against 112 persons. The reported total 
loss by victims of frauds investigated in 1983 by 
the Anti-Rackets Branch was $285,227,113.00. 
During the year, members of the Anti-Rackets 
Branch provided their expertise and conducted 
investigations on behalf of sixteen Ontario 
Government Ministries. The Branch preferred a 
total 617 criminal charges against 112 persons. 


The Criminal Investigation Branch provides 
investigation expertise in such crimes as murder, 
sexual assault, armed robbery and kidnapping. 
Among some of the investigations carried out by 
the Branch were 57 murders, 6 armed robberies 
and 1 hostage situation. By virtue of the Police Act, 
the Ontario Provincial Police is, by statute required 
to maintain the Criminal Investigation Branch. In 
addition to its investigation of serious crimes this 
specialized group of investigators are called upon 
to probe allegations of irregularities at all levels of 
Government. The Branch provided investigation 
expertise to several municipal police forces in the 
Province. 


The Special Investigations Branch houses the 
Force’s Drug Enforcement Unit, Auto Theft Squad 
and Pornography Sections. The Drug Enforcement 
Unit laid 692 charges under the Narcotic Control 
Act and 85 charges under the Food and Drugs Act 
in 1983. The Auto Theft Squad investigated the 
theft of 138 vehicles including automobiles, trucks 
and motorcycles. The Pornography Unit is involved 
in investigation of matters related to obscene 
material. Unit members were involved in 81 
investigations and laid 119 obscenity related 
Criminal charges.

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INVESTIGATION SUPPORT 
DIVISION 











The Investigation Support Division maintains a ; 
repository of technical expertise which can be 
applied to assist operational investigations in 
reaching successful conclusions. Among the 
Branches that provide this expertise are the 
Intelligence Branch, Security Branch, Technical 
Support Branch and Registration Branch. 





In 1983, the Intelligence Branch carried out 134 
investigations involving the monitoring of major 
crime groups. The Branch maintains a central 
repository for criminal intelligence information in 
motorcycle gang members and their associates in 
the Province. The Intelligence Branch provides the 
capability of strategic intelligence gathering to 
assess the threat of organized crime in the 
Province. Field offices are located in major cities in 
the Province. 


The Security Branch coordinates security for 
Ontario Government officials and visiting dignitaries 
to the Province. Branch personnel supply expertise 
to Government Departments on building security 
and conduct investigations into matters affecting 
the Ontario Government. 


The Technical Support Branch assists criminal 
investigators and intelligence officers in the area of 
electronic surveillance co-ordination, physical 
surveillance, polygraph and forensic identification 
services. These varied services are provided to 
other Force Divisions and municipal police 
agencies upon request. 


The Registration Branch administers the provisions 
of the Private Investigators and Security Guards 
Act of Ontario. The Branch controls the possession 
and conveyance of firearms and restricted weapons 
in the Province. A total of 7,880 permits to carry a 
restricted firearm were granted the majority being 
issued to members of accredited shooting clubs. 
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The Force has three members, fully qualified as 
polygraph examiners for the purpose of providing 


assistance to criminal investigators. 


The Forensic Identification Unit is 
involved in the examination and analysis 
of objects from scenes of crime to 
develop evidence to support police 
investigators. This Unit was responsible 
for the discovery and development of the 
Laser method of detecting fingerprints 
and other trial evidence from scenes of 
crime. 


In 1983, 5,346 exhibits were examined 
by laser illumination. A total of 230 of 
these examinations proved to be positive. 
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Throughout the year several 
unidentified firearms are classified 
by the Chief Provincial Firearms 
Office Section

Educational Subsidy Program with 81 employees 
having been enrolled in a variety of external educa- 
tional institutions.

The Supply Division of the Force provides the 
transport, uniform and equipment necessary to the 
Force for its policing responsibilities in the 

Province. All Force accommodation is administered 
within Supply Division by the Properties Branch. 

The Records Management Branch controls the major 
occurrence and administrative files of the Force. 


The Force operated 2,341 transport units in 1983. 
Mobile equipment travelled 101,699,759 kilometers 
in 1983. Fixed wing aircraft logged 2,252 hours and 
the two Force Bell Jet Ranger helicopters logged 
1,345 hours. 


The Quartermaster Stores Branch distributes uniform 
and equipment to members of the Force, the 

Ontario Government Protective Service, O.P.P. 
Auxiliary and Special Constables in the Indian 
Policing Program. 


During 1983, the Force saw new detachment 
facilities constructed and completed at Brantford 
and Huntsville. Major alterations were completed at 
the Provincial Police Academy Brampton, Ontario. 


The Records Management Branch administers the 
printing services of the Force. Included in this area 
is the preparation of bulletins, and manuals. The 
photographic laboratory of the Force is a resource 
center for photographic equipment testing and 
evaluation.

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PLANNING AND TECHNOLOGY 


DIVISION 











The Planning and Technology Division prepares 
and disseminates the policy for the Force and 
provides computer service capability to the various 
divisions within the Force. Included in the 
responsibilities of the Division is the Force 
Telecommunications System. 


The Police Orders system is prepared and 
maintained by the Policy and Planning Branch. Due 
to the Force reorganization in 1983, the entire 
Police Orders System was revised to reflect those 
organizational changes. The Branch provides 
strategic planning services on matters which may 
affect the future direction of the Force. Statistical 
information is prepared, analyzed and disseminated 
by the Statistical Information Services Unit. 


The Computer Services Branch was organized as a 
Branch in February 1983, to provide a service to 
the Force in the areas of identifying user 
requirements relative to both new and existing 
technology and the implementation of effective 
software and hardware systems. In keeping with 
this mandate, the Branch, was responsible for 
equipping the Force’s Emergency Response Trailer 
with micro-computer system capability to assist in 
the management and co-ordination of information at 
major occurrence scenes in the Province. 


The Telecommunications Branch provides and 
maintains Force-wide telecommunications. In cases 
of provincial emergency, a General Headquarters 
duty officer is available on a 24-hour basis. The 
Suspension Control Centre within the Branch 
provides a central repository for driver’s licence 
suspension records for Ontario police forces. 
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The Photo Fax terminal at Telecommuni- 
cations Branch sends and receives high 
resolution photographs of fingerprints 
between police agencies through the use 
of data transmission telephone lines. 





Using a team management approach to 
problem solving, members from Policy 
and Planning Branch coordinate a study 
into the effectiveness of the Activity 
Reporting System with the expertise of 
personnel from Field and Computer 
Services Branch.

An O.P.P. Auxiliary member from the Burlington Unit participates in a First Aid Competition. 


The O.P.P. Auxiliary is composed of 17 units located in Districts 1 - 12. Each unit has an 
approved complement of 32 members and is under the direction of a Force member. Auxiliary 
members accompany regular Force members on routine patrol. The Auxiliary receive, in many 
respects, the same training as regular members. The actual strength of the Auxiliary in 1983 was 
494 members. In emergency situations, the Commissioner is authorized by the Police Act of 
Ontario to appoint auxiliary members as special constables, to assist the Force at major 
occurrence scenes. During 1983, 9 auxiliary members joined the Regular Force. 
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A civilian may be officially commended by an award of the Commissioner’s Citation where the 
civilian performs an act of heroism or displays a high degree of community service and/or 
outstanding cooperation and assistance which is deserving of Force recognition.

On May 21st, 1983, in response to a call for help Constable Devereaux and Corporal Rutledge 
arrived at a private residence and found an 18 month old child had been involved in a household 
accident and was not breathing. 


They immediately applied emergency first aid and continued until the ambulance arrived, 
Constable Devereaux accompanied the child in the ambulance to assist with emergency 
treatment. 


The staff at Belleville Hospital were able to restore the infant’s vital signs and he was transferred 
to Sick Children’s Hospital in Toronto. 


Unfortunately, the child did not survive the ordeal but the emergency treatment provided by 
Corporal Rutledge and Constable Devereaux was instrumental in maintaining the child’s vital 
signs until expert medical attention could be reached.

The Police Act of Ontario is the statutory authority for the existence of the 
Force. The Ontario Provincial Police is responsible to police that part of Ontario 
not having a police force. In addition to its general responsibilities, the Force 
is specifically charged with maintaining specialized investigative and enforce- 
ment capabilities to assist municipal police forces. 


During 1984, the Force provided policing services for some 992,937 square 
kilometres of rural area and 22,307 kilometres of King’s Highways in the 
Province. In addition, the Force has the responsibility for policing approxi- 
mately 174,000 square kilometres of Ontario waterways. The actual strength 
of the Force as of December 31, 1984 was 4,187 uniformed members and 1,084 
Civilian personnel.

The Office of the Commissioner provides for the 
control and management of the Force; the overall 
policy direction and co-ordination of operating 
programs in the achievement of Force objectives. 
The Executive Officer, the Professional Standards 
Branch and the Program Audit and Evaluation 
Branch perform a range of functions Sica to the 
operation of the Force. 


The Executive Officer acts in an advisory capacity 
to the Commissioner on matters of policy and 
finance which may affect the administration of the 
Force. Within the responsibility of the Executive 
Officer, the Budget Coordinator administers the 
operational budgeting process and coordinates 
long range budget forecasting. 


Professional Standards Branch is responsible for 
the administrative processing and investigation of 
all complaints against members and complaints 
regarding policing services. This program operates 
to generate public confidence by providing an 
avenue for settling concerns about the conduct of 
Force members and policing services. In addition, 
the Force Honours and Awards Program is 
administered by this Branch.

Field Operations Division is charged with the 
responsibility of law enforcement duties in 
the Province where policing is the direct 
responsibility of the Force. The Division 
provides direction, Supervision and 
consultation to Field Coordination Branch 
and Field Districts which are deployed 
throughout the Province. 


Field Coordination Branch functions 
encompass manpower deployment: staffing 
requirements for regular, duration and 
summer detachments. The Branch is also 
responsible for processing all personnel 
movements within the field side of the Force, 
including administrative transfers and recruit 
postings. Coordination of manpower is 
provided in respect to major occurrences, 
particularly those of a prolonged nature. 


The activities of both Force helicopters, 
which include a Bell 206L Long Ranger and a 
Bell 206B Jet Ranger, are supervised by the 
Field Coordination Branch. In 1984 they were 
utilized in all aspects of law enforcement, as 
well as search and rescue assignments. The 
helicopters were utilized in 699 occurrences 
involving 76 search and rescue occurrences 
in which 34 persons were found, 8 rescued 
and several drowning victims located. 


The 16 Field Districts, comprised of 189 
detachments including 10 Municipal and 5 
summer detachments are charged with the 
actual responsibility of law enforcement 
duties which include Federal and Provincial 
Statutes.

Field Support Division administers and 
coordinates those services which provide 
direct support to field police operations. 
Branches within the Division supply expertise 
in areas of traffic control, community 
relations, auxiliary policing, underwater 
search and recovery, canine assistance, 
tactics and rescue functions, technical 
identification and indian and municipal 
policing. 


During 1984 the Community Services Branch 
implemented the Values Influences and 
Peers Program whereby special attention is 
directed to the youth of the community. 
Initial assessments indicate a high degree of 
effectiveness in reducing criminal acts and 
improving student self-esteem. 


The Force has 736 members appointed as 
qualified technicians to operate the 156 
breathalyzer units located at strategic points 
throughout the province. A total of 18,215 
drivers were interviewed for breathalyzer 
purposes in 1984. 


Currently there are 17 Extended Service 
Offices in 8 Districts. Each municipality 
involved is responsible for supplying a small 
furnished office and the Force provides a 
sign. Thereafter Force members stop by the 
office while patrolling the area. This program 
has received favourable public support. 


The Force contracts policing for 10 
Municipalities, in which a total of 71 
members are utilized.

The Investigation Division provides specific 
investigative skills to assist members of the 
Force and municipal police forces through- 
out the Province. Investigative assistance is 
also available to other law enforcement 
agencies, government ministries and Special 
Commissions or Boards of Enquiry. 


Investigation Division is comprised of Anti- 
Rackets Branch, Criminal Investigation 
Branch and Special Investigations Branch. 


Within Anti-Rackets Branch the General 
Fraud Section provides expert investigative 
assistance in relation to “White Collar 
Crimes’. The investigation of fraudulent 
criminal schemes, business practices, 
properties, securities and computer crime are 
included in the mandate of this particular 
Section. 


Criminal Investigation Branch provides expert 
investigative assistance to the Ontario Police 
Commission and other Provincial Govern- 
ment Agencies. 


The Special Investigations Branch houses 
the Force’s Drug Enforcement Unit, Auto 
Theft, General Assignment and Hate 
Literature Sections.

Investigation Support Division 


Investigation Support Division furnishes 
support to, and complements the Field 
operation by providing expertise in specific 
areas of criminal investigation. 


The Intelligence Branch anticipates, prevents 
and monitors criminal activities with respect 
to an identifiable person or groups of 
persons involved in organized or 
sophisticated and professional crime. 


The Security Branch provides security 
services to Ontario Government officials and 
visiting dignitaries. Branch personnel supply 
expertise to government departments on 
building security and conduct investigations 
into matters affecting the Ontario 
Government. 


The Technical Support Branch provides 
technical assistance to Force and municipal 
police investigators. The Branch does not 
initiate investigations but provides expert 
technical assistance and equipment to 
further investigations. 


The Registration Branch directs the province 
wide management of the licensing of private 
investigators and security guards as well as 
the firearm acquisition and licensing 
systems. 


INVESTIGATIONS 


The task of co-ordinating and managing 
“Project Skylab” was undertaken by 
Criminal Investigation Branch. The project 
was aimed at the Outlaw Motorcycle Club 
and their hold on the illegal manufacturing 
and distribution of methamphetamine and 
other drugs throughout the Province of 
Ontario. 


As a result of this project and through the 
coordinated efforts of 12 major police 
forces in the province, 60 members of the 
Outlaw Motorcycle Club were arrested on 
approximately 400 drug and weapons 
related charges. 





Computer crime is on the rise. This 
equipment was seized after a high school 
student attempted to illegally access the 
computer system of a major Canadian 
corporation. He attempted to access the 
system in excess of 2,100 times before 
being apprehended. 





During October of 1984, some counterfeit 
United States twenty dollar bills were 
uttered in the Niagara Falls area. 
Investigation resulted in the arrest of nine 
persons and the seizure of $2.4 million of 
the counterfeit currency. This case 
represented the largest seizure of counter- 
feit currency ever experienced by 
Canadian police agencies. 
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INVESTIGATIONS

roadbed, was one of 11 vehicles, worth 

over $160,000, recovered in the Toronto-

ADMINISTRATION 


The Personnel Management Division co-ordinates the Force training and 
personnel functions. Included in the programs of the Division are recruitment, 


continuing education, employee counselling, promotional process and personnel 
evaluation programs. 


In 1984 the Force assessment centre was completed and officially opened. It 
was first used in the Sergeant to Commissioned Officer promotional process. 
The assessment centre is located at the Provincial Police Academy at 
Brampton, Ontario. 


Through the recruitment unit of Career Management Branch a total of 150 
recruits were hired in 1984. Also physical fitness testing of recruits began in 
1984, this program will be of significant long-term benefit for the Force. 


The Audio Visual Unit at Training Branch produced 14 in-service training video 
programs for Field personnel and to assist Provincial Police Academy functions 
through the use of audio and video equipment. 


The Supply Division provides logistical support to the Force in such areas as 
transport, armament, clothing and related equipment, office supplies, records 
and photographic services and property administration. 


The Transport Branch is responsible for the acquisition of aircraft, land and 
marine units, and the installation of appropriate police equipment. In 1984 the 
Force operated 2,453 transport units. Mobile equipment travelled 100,920,129 
kilometres. Marine equipment logged 13,463 hours, snow equipment logged 
5,507 hours and the two Force helicopters logged 1,454 hours. 


The Quartermaster Stores Branch procures, stocks and distributes to the Force 
and its ancillary services articles of uniform and related equipment, armament 
forms and particular items required by such units as scuba and tactics and 
rescue. 


The Properties Branch provides coordinating services to all agencies within the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General for land, buildings, leasing, and renovations. 


The Records Management Branch provides operational support to the Force, in 
graphic arts, photography, crime scene drawing and an automated colour 
processing laboratory.

The Planning and Technology Division co-ordinates Management Information 
and Advisory Services for the Force in policy review and maintenance, planning, 
statistics, record services, radio and telephonic communications, electronic data 
and word processing. 


The Policy and Planning Branch provides an advisory service to the Force. It 
assists management by the continuous monitoring and identification of areas 
requiring remedial policy initiatives; developing, reviewing and revising policy 
and procedures. 


The Computer Services Branch develops, maintains and operates computerized 
operational and management information systems for the Force, and upon 
request the Ministry of the Solicitor General. The Branch provides this service 
through the use of new and existing technology and the implementation of 
effective software and hardware systems. 


The Telecommunications Branch provides and maintains Force-wide ce 
telecommunications. Its primary objective is to provide instant transmission of 
both digital and analog messages essential to efficient police operations.

ADMINISTRATION 


In 1984, over 3,000 recruit applications 
were received by Career Management 
Branch.

ADMINISTRATION 





The stage for integration of existing 
information processing systems within the 
Force and rapid development of the new 
information services is effected through 
the Computer Services Branch. 


In addition to the graphic arts and 
photographic services provided by the 
Photographic Laboratory, this Unit also 
produces audio visual programs for the 
Force and other ministries. 
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The Suspension Control Centre at General 
Headquarters provides a central repository 
for driver licence suspension records to all 
Ontario police forces. There were 
approximately 150,352 suspension records 
on the system at the end of 1984. 


PAPAL 





The Papal Visit was the largest security operation ever mounted by the Ontario Provincial Police 
Force. As organization of the visit progressed, there were chains of committees set up to cope 
with many problems in different areas: personal security, motorcades, traffic and crowd control, 
routes, parking. 


Deputy Commissioner J.W. Lidstone headed the Force’s contribution, chairing the O.P.P. Papal 
Security Committee, with other Force members representing the many sites and specialized 
services. 


More than 1,400 uniformed officers from across the Province provided security for Pope John 
Paul Il in his historic visit to Ontario on September 14 and 15. 


The main manpower commitments came in Huronia, Toronto and Ottawa. The three operational 


areas were broken into site and sectors representing the separate events His Holiness would 
attend. 


Plans were made well ahead of time to make sure that communications equipment was 


acquired and available. Three hundred portable radios were brought into use and every Force 
member received instruction on their use. 


The O.P.P. command centre was equipped for video monitoring such as surveillance cameras 
for security of the police compound and crowd surveillance during the Papal events. Every point 
on the Pope’s itinerary had to be checked by Force personnel. In the weeks prior to the visit, an 


O.P.P. Explosives Disposal Unit member had been on hand as local builders constructed the 
altar on the Martyrs’ Shrine Field in Huronia. 


During the visit of His Holiness to Ottawa the Force was responsible for crowd management 
along the Rideau Canal; traffic control on some bridges; and marine support. This included 
diving by the underwater search and recovery unit to examine vessels and parts of the 
waterway. The boat journey down the Rideau was a unique, Ottawa style welcome. 


The Papal Visit was an enormous success in which the Ontario Provincial Police Force 
undertook the largest operation in its history and discharged its responsibility to the letter. 
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Uniformed and civilian Force members are 
briefed prior to the arrival of His Holiness at 
the Wye Marsh Wildlife Interpretation Centre 
near Midland.

Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II and Prince Philip made appearances at numerous festivities 
which included Bicentennial celebrations in Cornwall, the official opening of the Loyalist 
Parkway in Amherstview, and the official opening of Science North in Sudbury. 


The celebrations in Toronto began when Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II and Prince Philip 
disembarked the HMY Britannia at Queen Elizabeth Dock. While in Toronto appearances by the 
Royal couple included The Royal York Hotel, Queen’s Park, Metro Toronto Convention Centre, 
Old Fort York, Toronto Hilton Harbour Castle Hotel, Exhibition Stadium, the Sheraton Centre, 
Maple Leaf Gardens, St. Michael’s Hospital, Riverdale Park and the Royal Ontario Museum. 


The Ontario Provincial Police Force was involved in ensuring the safety of Her Majesty, Queen 
Elizabeth Il and His Royal Highness during the entire nine day visit. In Cornwall and Sudbury 
over 600 Force members were involved in all aspects of security services for the Royal couple. 


During their visit Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth Il and Prince Philip travelled by boat, train, 
motorcade and plane. This rapid method of transportation across the Province required the 
Force to be innovative and flexible in delivering its services.

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ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE AUXILIARY 





The authorized strength of the O.P.P. Auxiliary is 544. At December 31, 1984, the actual strength 
of the Auxiliary Force numbered 460. Seventeen units, of an authorized complement of 32 
members per unit, are located in District 1-12. Auxiliary police receive training in most aspects 
of the police function in order that they will be capable to assist Force members in an 
emergency. Auxiliary members carried out 50,310 hours of patrol in 1984. 


During the Papal Visit, O.P.P. Auxiliary Force members were appointed Constables under Part V 
of the Police Act, to assist the Force with crowd control and law enforcement. This is the first 
time this action has been taken in the history of the Force. 
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ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE

A Force member may be officially commended by an award of the Commissioner’s Certificate 
of Valour for an act of heroism in the face of great danger and personal risk. 


A member may be commended by the Commissioner’s Citation for an outstanding 
investigation, extraordinary dedication to community service, or an act of life saving. 


The Commissioner’s Letter is awarded to a Force member for an achievement above normal 
demands displaying resourcefulness, initiative and alertness. 


A Force employee or citizen may be commended by the Ontario Provincial Police Force Award 
for Bravery for an act of courage in the face of danger and personal risk. 


The Commissioner’s Citation may be awarded to a citizen for assistance to the Force or an act 
of life saving. A citizen may also be commended by the Commissioner’s Letter of Appreciation 
for a significant contribution to the purposes of the Force.

ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE 
AWARD FOR BRAVERY 


On June 28, 1984, Constable John Moore came to the rescue of Garry McDougal, who was 
being attacked by a large swarm of bees in Cornwall. 


Constable Moore covered him with a blanket and then removed him from the area, preventing 
any further attack. In providing this aid, Constable Moore was exposed to the bees for several 
minutes. 


The youth was rushed to hospital where the attending physician advised that if the victim had 
been exposed to the bees for another few minutes, he would not have survived. 


Constable Moore’s courageous actions are responsible for saving the life of Garry McDougal.

COMMISSIONER’S CITATION 


On May 17, 1984, a branch of the Bank of Nova Scotia in Bolton was robbed of over $3,000 and 
the descriptions of the suspects and the van they used were broadcast on local radio. 


Alvin Hicks and his father, Ralph, who operate a towing service in the area, heard the 
descriptions and recognized one description as a casual acquaintance of Alvin’s. The suspect 
and another man had been at the Hicks’ residence earlier that day. They called Caledon O.P.P. 
Detachment with this information. As a result, the two suspects were arrested and charged. Ten 
other bank robberies in Toronto were solved as a result of the subsequent investigation. 


Alvin and Ralph Hicks’ unsolicited cooperation led to the quick resolution of the Bolton bank 
robbery as well as the ten additional robberies in Metro Toronto. 


On May 16, 1984, Special Constables Ronald Lazore and Jonathan Caldwell were operating the 
St. Regis launch off Cornwall Island. They were assisting New York State Troopers who were 
trying to recover the body of an alleged suicide victim. 


The state troopers were also receiving assistance from a volunteer rescue squad from New York 
State. The squad was dragging the St. Lawrence River that afternoon when their lines snagged 
causing the boat to be filled with water and capsize. The three men on board were thrown into 
the cold, swift current a quarter of a mile from shore. 


Special Constables Lazore and Caldwell immediately came to the rescue, pulling the three men 
out of the water and taking them to shore. 


The quick actions of Special Constables Lazore and Caldwell saved the lives of the three 
members of the rescue squad.

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MANDATE AND RESPONSIBILITY OF THE FORCE 


The Police Act of Ontario is the statutory authority for the existence of the 
Force. The Ontario Provincial Police is responsible for policing that part of On- 
tario not having a police force. In addition to its general responsibilities, the 
Force is specifically charged with maintaining specialized investigative and 
enforcement capabilities to assist municipal police forces. 


During 1985, the Force provided policing services for some 992,937 square 
kilometres of rural area and 22,307 kilometres of King’s Highways in the 
Province. In addition, the Force has the responsibility for policing approxi- 
mately 174,000 square kilometres of Ontario waterways. The authorized 
strength of the Force as of December 31, 1985 was 4,347 uniformed members 
and 1,238 civilian personnel.

Subject to the provisions of Section 45, Part IV, of the Police Act, Chapter 381, R.S.O. 1980, | have 
the honour to submit the following Annual Report regarding the operation of the Ontario 
Provincial Police Force for the calendar year 1985. 


Despite ongoing fiscal constraint, the Ontario Provincial Police continued its tradition of 
providing a quality policing service to the citizens of Ontario. 


During 1985, the men and women of the O.P.P. delivered over 6 million hours of public service, 
conducted almost 95,000 Criminal Code investigations and attended more than 74,500 traffic 
collisions. 


In July of 1985, responding to a dramatic climb in fatal motor vehicle accidents, Senior Force 
managers developed and implemented the highly successful “Strict is Fair’ traffic enforcement 
program. This unique action oriented program received wide public support, and has since been 
adopted under various names by other Ontario police forces. Designed to counter a 17% 
increase in fatal accidents within O.P.P. jurisdiction during the first 6 months of the year, “Strict 
is Fair’ reduced the fatality incidence to 3% by year end. 


Success can be attributed to a number of planned initiatives, which included a concentrated 
province wide media campaign to change the driving behaviour of Ontario motorists. Force 
management undertook to reallocate enforcement resources where required. Traffic 
enforcement officers responded by increasing Provincial Offences Act charges by some 40%. 
Force management intends to carry “Strict is Fair’ into 1986, extending the program to Ontario 
waterways. 


We look forward to 1986 with enthusiasm and optimism, knowing that our community-oriented 
style of policing continues to meet public expectations.

FIELD DISTRICTS 


Field Coordination Branch provides administrative coordination to 
a number of Force programs. These include the District Crime 
Squad Program, Court Officers’ Program, and the Helicopter 
Program. In addition, this Branch is responsible for coordinating 
the deployment of manpower during major occurrences. 


The activities of both Force helicopters, which include a Bell 
206L Long Ranger and a Bell 206B Jet Ranger, are supervised by 
Field Coordination Branch. During 1985, they logged a total of 
1,345 flying hours in 613 occurrences. Included in this total were 
67 search and rescue assignments during which 26 persons were 
located. Assistance was also provided in 19 drowning 
occurrences. 


The 16 Field Districts, comprised of 189 detachments including 13 Municipal and 5 summer 
detachments, are responsible for law enforcement duties which encompass both traffic patrol and 
the enforcement of federal and provincial statutes. 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS AWARENESS PROGRAM 


The General Headquarters Awareness Program was a very successful initiative. During each week 
throughout the year, 5 field constables participated in a 3-day program hosted by Commissioner

INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


The Intelligence Branch provides a strategic intelligence gathering 
function to the Force. In effecting its responsibilities, the Branch 
maintains units dedicated to organized crime investigation, general 
investigation, analysis and information storage. In 1985, assistance 
was provided to the Federal Bureau of Investigation to apprehend two 
American citizens wanted for murder who had been living in Canada 
under assumed identities for some time. This type of assistance 
exemplifies the cooperation this Branch enjoys with a wide variety of 
law enforcement agencies. 


This Branch provides security for various government officials and 
dignitaries, conducts security investigations of government employees, 
advises government departments on building and internal security and 
provides general enforcement and security for the Legislative Buildings. 
In 1985, the Branch assisted in operations such as the terrorist threat 
against the Toronto Transit System and an investigation into a 
conspiracy to overthrow the government of Guyana.

The Technical Support Branch provides an operational support service 
to criminal and intelligence investigations in the form of electronic 
surveillance coordination, photography, video taping, physical 
surveillance and forensic identification services. An example of this 
Branch’s expertise was illustrated in 1985 when Forensic Identification 
staff were able to identify fingerprints from the body of a homicide 
victim. This is only the fourth known case where fingerprints have 
been developed on the skin of a murder victim.

Field Operations Division administers field personnel provid- 
ing law enforcement services to those areas of the province 
where policing is the direct responsibility of the Force. The 
Division provides supervision and direction to the 189 field 
locations throughout the province.

Field Coordination Branch provides adminis- 
trative coordination to a number of Force pro- 
grams. These include the District Crime Squad 
Program, Court Officers Program, Helicopter 
Program and the Detachment and District 
Planning Programs. In addition, this Branch is 
responsible for coordinating the deployment 
of manpower during major occurrences. 









The activities of both Force helicopters, a Bell 
206L Long Ranger and a Bell 206B Jet Ranger, 
are supervised by Field Coordination Branch.

Included in this 
total were 81 search and rescue assignments 
during which 42 persons were located by 
helicopter.

Expertise is offered in 
the areas of “white collar’ crime, computer 
crime, counterfeiting and forgery. During 
1986, members of this Branch conducted 470 
investigations, with a reported total loss to vic- 
tims exceeding $500 million.

The Criminal Investigation Branch provides 
expert investigative assistance in serious 
criminal occurrences to Force locations and 
other law enforcement agencies.

In addition, the Branch is 
responsible for planning and coordinating 
field training through 32 In-Service Training 
Coordinators. During 1986, over 3,700 
members received field level in-service 
training, enhanced by an expanding resource 
of video tape productions. 


Career Management Branch

The Career Management Branch provides 
planning and coordination for the various 
components of the Force’s manpower 
administration. The Human Resources 
Allocation Section is responsible for recruit 
applicant processing as well as records and 
transfers. In 1986, 2,352 applications were 
received by the Force, from which 202 recruits 
were hired. The Career Planning Section is 
responsible for providing the Force with a 
management development and succession 
program, as well as staff developmenttraining.

FORCE ACTIVITY SUMMARY 
1986 


As a result of increased enforcement initiatives and public 
awareness, reportable motor vehicle accidents decreased 
by 2,537, or 3.4% when compared with 1985. 


A continuing commitment to Highway Traffic Act 
enforcement resulted in the highest level of enforcement in 
recent years: a 16% Increase over 1985 and 87.5% over 
1984. 


Due to increased public awareness towards the dangers of 
drinking and driving, shifting social attitudes, and increased 
enforcement, accidents involving drinking drivers continue 
to steadily decrease. 


Although total criminal activity was up 3.5% over 1985, a 
clearance rate of 45.7%, the highest in recent years, was 
achieved. 


Increased marine patrols, coupled with a heightened public 
awareness Campaign, contributed to a decrease in vessel 
related fatalities. There is asignificant relationship between 
the number of vessels checked by marine patrols and the 
number of fatalities.

The Ontario Provincial Police are responsible for policing those parts of 
Ontario not having a municipal police force, as well as all King’s highways 
within the province. In addition to these general responsibilities, the Force 
is specifically charged with maintaining specialized investigative and 
enforcement capabilities to assist municipal police forces. : 


During 1987, the Force provided policing services for approximately 993,000 
square kilometers of land area and 174,000 square kilometers of Ontario 
waterways.

The Deputy Commissioner Field Operations, R.S. Rose, administers field 
personnel who provide law enforcement services to those areas of the 
province where policing is the direct responsibility of the Force. As well, 
policy direction and guidance is provided to the three Field Operational 
Divisions which, in total, consist of 16 district headquarters, 184 regular 
detachments and five summer detachments. Field Coordination Branch and 
Indian and Municipal Policing Branch are also the responsibility of the 
Deputy Commissioner Field Operations. 


On April 1, 1987, Force reorganization divided the province into Divisions A, 
B and C with a chief superintendent designated as a division head in each. 
This was undertaken to improve communication with the 16 district 
superintendents and provide senior management presence in the field. 


During the course of the past year a number of significant accomplishments 
have taken place within Field Operations. For example: 


Special Traffic Enforcement Initiative 


In September, 1987, the Force launched a new traffic initiative intended to 
reduce the number of motor vehicle accidents in Ontario. 


This initiative, concentrating primarily on speeding offences on major 
highways, included the formation of six Special Traffic Enforcement Units 
staffed with officers specifically trained in the use of the latest radar 


technology. 


It is anticipated that this enforcement program will assist in reducing the 
number of speeding drivers on our highways, resulting in fewer accidents and 


improved traffic flow. 


Ontario Municipal And Provincial Police Automation Cooperative 


In 1987, an O.P.P. Users Committee was established by Management 
Committee to evaluate and report on the suitability of the Ontario Municipal 
and Provincial Police Automation Cooperative (OMPPAC) system to the 
O.P.P. environment. 


The purpose of OMPPAC is to provide a state of the art automated system 
for police information and data network on an affordable basis for accredited 
Ontario police forces. 


A pilot project was undertaken on November 30, 1987, with the installation 
of OMPPAC computers at Caledon and Peterborough detachments for a 
testing and evaluation period. Upon completion of the testing and evaluation 
period, a comprehensive report will be prepared by the OMPPAC User 
Committee examining the suitability of OMPPAC for the Ontario Provincial 
Police.

FORCE PROGRAMS 


The Ontario Provincial Police Force operates many different programs and 
special activities. The following were of special note in 1987. 


Community Based Policing 


Community Based Policing (C.B.P.) is a police /community cooperative and 
a relationship whereby the citizens and the police, working together, solve 
community problems. The objective of C.B.P. is to improve the quality of life 
in the community. 


In 1987, the Ontario Provincial Police embarked on the implementation of its 
Community Based Policing initiative. Experience with other new initiatives 
indicated that problems could be anticipated. To minimize the effects of 
these "growing pains", it was decided to implement the initiative using several 
test sites first, followed by controlled expansion. Five communities in District 
#7, Barrie, were chosen: Angus, Gravenhurst, Port McNicoll, Stayner and 
Tottenham. 


Regular Force members were selected and assigned to each community. One 
of their first assignments was to establish a committee which accurately 
represented a cross-section of the community. Many segments of the 
population are represented on the committees. These include residential, 
business and church groups, service clubs, schools and a representative of the 
municipal council. Most of the committees were selected prior to the end of 
the year and meetings were held to explain C.B.P. and discuss local concerns. 
Members of the communities displayed obvious enthusiasm for this "new" style 
of policing. For example, the morning after one meeting, a citizen called with 
information regarding a significant criminal activity in the area. 


Although there is no formal agreement with the O.P.P., the community does 
assume some financial responsibility. Each community provides office space, 
a desk, chairs, filing cabinets, telephone, answering machine and janitorial 


services. 
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Citizens calling for service are encouraged to leave a message for non-urgent 
requests. The C.B.P. officer will prioritize these calls and attend to them as 
time permits. If a caller requires emergency service and the officer is not in 
the office, a tape recording directs that this call should be made to the host 
detachment. It is anticipated that, over time, many calls for police service will 
be dealt with informally by the citizens themselves. 


Although the test sites are operating well and favourable comments have been 
received from many citizens, there is much to be done. No longer can police 
effectiveness be measured only on the basis of calls for service, response 
times, clearance rates and many other measures that have been used in the 
past. The nature of the C.B.P. style will require the officer on the street to 
make decisions on the spot, resolving many conflicts informally. New 
measurement tools must be developed to evaluate the effectiveness of the 
initiative and the performance of the individual members. 


The C.B.P. initiative will be monitored on a continual basis to identify 
problems as they occur. It is expected that C.B.P. will be expanded to include 
at least one additional district in each division in 1988. 


The citizens of Ontario deserve the very best policing service possible. 


Community Based Policing is one way the Ontario Provincial Police can 
deliver that service. 
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G.H.Q. Awareness 


The G.H.Q. Awareness Program, initiated in 1985 by Commissioner R.A. 
Ferguson, allows a field constable from each detachment the Opportunity to 
visit General Headquarters for a three day period. During this time the 
constables are afforded the chance to visit many branches and are informed 
of the Force’s current operational resources and administration processes. In 
addition, they are provided with the opportunity to talk directly with members 
of Force senior management, and are encouraged to ask questions and offer 
suggestions. 


During 1987, 190 constables participated in the program. Selection is on a 
volunteer basis, and where more than one member at a detachment expresses 
an interest a lottery is held. In each case, the selected candidate must be 
approved by the detachment commander. 


The key to the success of this program is that it allows the "grass roots" level 
police officer to interact with senior management and the Force executive. 
Due to its past success and popularity, the program is scheduled to continue 
through 1988. 


Field Drug Incentive 


In 1987, Commissioner R.A. Ferguson initiated a Field Drug Incentive to help 
stem the flow of illicit drugs at street level. Twenty-four officers were 
selected to attend a one week training course at the O.P.P. Academy in 
Brampton. 


Upon their return to their respective districts, these officers trained other 
members in violator recognition, and worked in an undercover capacity or 
were seconded to General Investigations Branch, Drug Enforcement Section, 


for street level projects. 


The Field Drug Incentive resulted in 600 drug trafficking charges being sworn 
against 273 street level drug traffickers residing throughout Ontario. 


Due to the success of its first year, this new direction in enforcement will 
continue in 1988. 
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Crime Stoppers 


Crime Stoppers is an investigative tool which incorporates three essential 
elements: law enforcement, media, and citizens. By working together, these 
three elements have had a tremendous effect on solving crime within the 
community. 


The Ontario Provincial Police first became involved with Crime Stoppers in 
November 1986, with the assignment of a member from Essex Detachment 
to work full time with Windsor Police Force in the Windsor/Essex County 
Crime Stoppers Program. During 1987, Force involvement in Crime Stoppers 
expanded to seven additional districts. 


Many of the people who provide information on criminal activities have been 
victims or witnesses of crimes, or they may just have a strong desire to aid law 
enforcement. However, regardless of their motivation, the use of informants 
is a basic weapon in the fight against crime and is a judicially recognized 
source of information. 


Crime Stoppers is a community program administered by a board of directors. 
The directors are volunteers from within the community who have the 
responsibility of determining who will receive a reward and the amount to be 
paid. They also are responsible for raising the funds required to maintain a 
successful program. 


It is anticipated that Crime Stoppers will expand in 1988 with the addition of 


at least six new programs. With this expansion a greater part of Ontario will 
be within reach of a Crime Stoppers program.

R. ARCHIE FERGUSON RETIRES 


Commissioner Archie Ferguson was 
born in Walkerton, Ontario on April 
24, 1929. He joined the Ontario 
Provincial Police on January 22, 
1951, becoming a third generation 
law enforcement officer. He had 
spent the previous five years as a 
civilian employee of the Government 
of Ontario, first with the Savings 
Office and later with the 
Department of Highways.

As Commissioner, he was an active member of the International Association of Chiefs 
of Police, the Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police and Ontario Association of 
Chiefs of Police. He is also a member of the Harvard Associates in Police Science, 
the Ontario Public Service Quarter Century Club and the Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch No. 183 in Kincardine. 


Commissioner Ferguson retired from the Ontario Provincial Police on January 31, 
1988.

It is my honour to submit the first 
Annual Report with respect to the 
operation of the Ontario Provincial 
Police under my leadership for the 
calendar year 1988. I am submitting 
the report in accordance with Section 
45, Part 4 of the Police Act, Chapter 
381, R.S.O. 1980. 


The year 1988 was a year of rapid 
change and evolution. We are now 
faced with increasing demands for new 
and more sensitive approaches to 
dealing with societal problems while 
being required to deal with an increase 
in crime. It is paramount the Ontario 
Provincial Police adapt to the changing 
environment of the society we serve. 





One of the changes we initiated was a campaign of proactive recruiting aimed at 
making the Ontario Provincial Police representative of the population, particularly 
among traditionally under-represented groups such as women, francophones, 
racial minorities, First Nations people and persons with disabilities. As a result of 
our Employment Equity Program, 135 appointments were made to the Force, of 
which 26 per cent were women, 7 per cent were First Nations people, 6 per cent 
racial minorities and 31 per cent francophones. 


Other programs initiated in 1988 were Operation Pipeline, a program to identify 
common characteristics of drug couriers, the Enhanced R.I.D.E. Program, and an 


OPP/RCMP senior executive exchange program. 


It is our duty, as public servants, to adapt to a changing environment and to 
maintain the tradition of excellence we have established in the past.

The Ontario Provincial Police, through the Commissioner, 
is responsible to the Solicitor General for the delivery of 
wide ranging police services to the people of Ontario under 
the statutory authority of the Police Act R.S.O. 1980, 
Chapter 381. 


The largest of several divisions within the Ministry of the 
Solicitor General, the Ontario Provincial Police is 
represented at a senior level by the Commissioner’s 
membership on Senior Management Committee. 


The Ontario Provincial Police is responsible for policing 
those parts of Ontario not having a municipal police agency, 
as well as all King’s highways within the province. In 
addition to these general responsibilities, the Ontario 
Provincial Police is specifically charged with maintaining 
specialized investigative and enforcement capabilities to 
assist municipal police services, the coroner’s service, and 
other government ministries. 


During 1988, the Ontario Provincial Police provided policing 
services for approximately 993,000 square kilometres of land 
area and 174,000 square kilometres of Ontario waterways.

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ONTARIO PROVINCIAL POLICE INITIATIVES 


EMPLOYMENT EQUITY 


In 1988, Commissioner Thomas B. O’Grady initiated a program to develop 
and implement cross cultural race relations through employment equity, 
training, communications and advertising. 


The Ontario Provincial Police conducted a campaign of proactive recruiting 
aimed at making the membership of the Ontario Provincial Police reflect the 
composition of the Ontario population, particularly with groups such as 
women, francophones, racial minorities, members of the 1st nations and 
persons with disabilities. 


As a result of the initiatives undertaken by the Employment Equity Program 
in 1988, 135 appointments were made to the Ontario Provincial Police. Of 
these appointments, 26% were women, 7% were First Nations people, 6% 
were racial minorities and 31% were francophone. 


This initiative has brought the Ontario Provincial Police in line with the 
Ontario Government’s policy which is committed to equality and opportunity 
for all Ontario residents, recognizing that a harmonious racial climate is 
essential to the future prosperity, safety and social well-being of the province. 


DRUG INITIATIVE 


Operation Pipeline is a highway drug interdiction program modelled after a 
program that is being conducted throughout the United States. The program 
identifies common characteristics of drug couriers which should be observed 
for and acted upon during lawful police /violator contacts. 


Operation Pipeline was formally introduced to Ontario Provincial Police 
members through a Commissioner’s Letter, dated September 1, 1988. During 
November 1988, a video cassette tape of the program was shown to field 
personnel through the In-Service Training Program. 


Operation Pipeline has proven to be successful, particularly on the Trans 
Canada Highway through Districts 12 to 17. 
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TRAFFIC MANAGEMENT 
Enhanced R.I.D.E. Program (Reduce Impaired Driving Everywhere) 


The Enhanced R.I.D.E. Program commenced on April 14th, 1988. Units consisting of 
six members each were formed to enforce the laws against drinking and driving in each 
of the sixteen districts. At the end of 1988, the R.I.D.E. units had checked 977,957 
vehicles, issued 4,484 12-hour licence suspensions, and charged 1,863 drivers with 
alcohol related Criminal Code driving offences. The R.LD.E. units committed 66,662 
hours of service solely to R.L.D.E., while another 4,482 hours were spent in court. The 
amount of overtime expended was 4,295 hours. 


Festive Season R.L.D.E. Program 1988/89 


The 1988/89 Festive Season R.I.D.E. Program operated from November 27, 1988 to 
January 7, 1989. For the first time, the Ontario Provincial Police joined with other 
police departments across Ontario to give Festive R.LD.E. a more visible profile. 


As a result of the 1988/89 Festive R.I.D.E. Program, 385,415 vehicles were checked by 
the Ontario Provincial Police. There were 1,472 12-hour suspensions issued and 548 
persons charged with alcohol related Criminal Code driving offences. Compared to the 
same period last year, this represents increases of 81,093 vehicles checked, six 12-hour 
suspensions issued and 15 persons charged with alcohol related Criminal Code driving 
offences. 


EXCHANGE PROGRAM 


An important feature of the Training Branch is the Ontario Provincial Police/Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police senior executive exchange program which was inaugurated 
on September 01, 1988. 


Under this program, Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superintendent R.L. DeGroot 
has been seconded to the Provincial Police Academy where he is fulfilling all the 
responsibilities as General Manager, Administrative Services and Deputy Director. In 
exchange, Acting Superintendent P.W. Wilhelm of the Ontario Provincial Police has 
been assigned to the Canadian Police College in Ottawa where he is assuming the role 
of Executive Assistant to the Director of the College. This secondment program 
extends for a two-year period and is designed to foster and facilitate a meaningful 
partnership and professionalism between our two police services.

Police Award for Bravery for an act of courage in the face of danger and personal risk. | 
COMMISSIONER’S CITATION 

A member may be commended by the Commissioner’s Citation for an Outstanding — 
investigation, extraordinary dedication to community service, or an act of life saving. The | 
Commissioner’s Citation may also be awarded to a citizen for assistance to the Ontario 
Provincial Police or an act of life saving. 

RECOGNITION IN ROUTINE ORDERS 

A member may be recognized in Routine Orders for exemplary performance which enhances 
the image of the Ontario Provincial Police. 

COMMISSIONER’S LETTER OF ACHIEVEMENT OR APPRECIATION 

The Commissioner’s Letter of Achievement is awarded to an Ontario Provincial Police 
member for an achievement above normal demands displaying resourcefulness, initiative and 
alertness. A citizen may also be commended by the Commissioner’s Letter of Appreciation for 

a Significant contribution to the purposes of the Ontario Provincial Police. 


OTHER AWARDS 


In addition, Ontario Provincial Police employees and citizens may be honoured by the federal 
and provincial governments, as well as various organizations, for acts of heroism and services.
